Lyndon B. Johnson returned to his beloved Peder- 
nales with more diginity and more affectionate good 
wishes than he had had, perhaps, since those days 
when the robes of Camelot were rent by an assassin's 
bullets and he rallied a benumbed nation with the calm 
admonition, “Let us continue.” 

He will never know history’s final assessment of 
his stewardship as President. He must be haunted by 
the rejection that led him to the inevitable course of 
abdicating his political career. He will be aware of the 
cold and critical analysis of his last efforts to commit 
the new administration to many of his latest Great So¬ 
ciety programs. 

He may come to understand, if he doesn’t already, 
that the unpopularity that built around him a barrier 
to future service was constructed in large part from his 
own failure to make the people feel like partners in 
the nation’s undertakings ... his instinctive assump¬ 
tion that, as the Los Angeles Times put it, it was his 
prerogative “to decide what is good for us, then lead us 
in the desired direction even if he had to blindfold or 
mislead us in order to do it.” 

Lyndon Johnson may have misunderstood his per¬ 
sonal role, but he worked monumentaly at the tasks 

he felt needed doing. And in retirement he can t- 

comfort from Abraham Lincoln’s philosophic “if at the 
end, when I come to lay down the reins of power, 
have lost every other friend on earth, I shall at least 
have one friend left, and that friend shall be down in¬ 
side me.” 


Before you stew and fuss, the next time you’re 
caught behind a bus in traffic, think! That big, awkward 
looking people mover is doing you a real favor. Look at 
it this way . . . Every loaded bus you see during the 
morning or evening rush hour means 40 less cars on the 
street, 40 less drivers you have to worry about, or 40 
less ways to bang up a fender. Sure It’s big and takes 
up its lane and sometimes part of yours, but don’t knock 
it, things could be worse — 40 times worse.

backs of more and more people. The old saw about soak¬ 
ing the rich is an empty phrase. There aren’t enough 
of them. The poor also pay taxes, and if inflation of the poor 
cost of government continue to rise, the ranks of the poor 
will Increase This is as certain as night following day. The 
wealth of the rich is like the proverbial fly speck on a 
barn door compared to current government spending and 
borrowing. Payment for multibUlion dollar federal pro¬ 
grams must be drawn mainly from the limited resources 
of the majority of citizens — including those in the lower 
income brackets. 

U.S. News & World Report recently published figures 
showing that taxes take 34 per cent of annual family in¬ 
comes under $3,000, because of rising income taxes, social 
security levies, state and local sales and property taxes. 

Tax experts, economists and other authorities are now 
trying to figure out a way to relieve the poor of part of 
their tax burden. In the meantime, taxes continue to go 
up as the cost of government continues to grow. Anyone 
who doubts this has merely to look at the jump in his 
social security tax that heralded the new year. There is 
only one way to relieve the tax burden for the poor, as 
for everyone else. And that is to trim back on govern¬ 
ment spending and debt. 


The Poor Get Poorer 


Q. Please tell me how to read the No. 60 line schedule.

A. There are actually two other ways. You can go to 
El Monte station and catch the No. 38 line, or ride 
to Garfield and catch the No. 61 bus. I would prefer 
the No. 61 route. 

Q. How long does it take to go to downtown Los Angeles 
from Baldwin Park and what is the fare? I want to 
go to Sixth and Grand. Mrs. L.V. 

A. The trip takes about 50 minutes by freeway flyer 
and the fare is 86c one way. 

Q. We are moving to Arcadia, what bus service is avail¬ 
able? Mr. O. M. 

A. The No. 52 line goes through Arcadia and provides 
service to Los Angeles, Temple City, Alhambra; also, 
the No. 68 line on Huntington Drives goes to Los An¬ 
geles West or Glendora East. Connections are avail¬ 
able to Pasadena, Long Beach.
